Putra Bridge Deemed the most 
important of the bridges in 
Putrajaya, the 435-metre concrete 
bridge connects the Government 
Precinct to the Mixed 
Development Precinct, with the 
upper level of the bridge forming 
part of the Boulevard. The two-tier 
bridge is inspired by the Islamic 
architecture of the famous Khaju 
Bridge in Isfahan, Iran. Its

A lush 4,932-hectare forest 
area in southern Prang Besar in 
Selangor was identified and later 
renamed “Putrajaya” in honour of 
Malaysia’s first Prime Minister, 
Tunku Abdul Rahman Alhaj, for his 
invaluable contributions to the 
nation. 


Of the city’s total land area, about 
38% is being developed into parks, 
lakes and wetlands while the 
remaining is reserved for 
government offices, commercial 
and residential areas, as well as 
public utilities and amenities. The 
centrepiece of the city is the 
650-hectare man-made Putrajaya 


Lake, which serves as a climate 
moderator. Many, have marvelled at 
the water quality, which is graded 
Class 2B of the Interim National 
Water Quality Standards and is 
suitable for body contact, a 
requirement of all national and 
international water sports. 
Currently, the lake offers activities 
such as canoeing, boating, 
kayaking and aqua biking. 


National Heritage 

Putrajaya is divided into two major 
areas: the Core Area (comprising 
the Government Precinct, Mixed 
Development Precinct, Civic & 
Cultural Precinct, Commercial 
Precinct and Sports & Recreation 
Precinct) and the Periphery Area 
(comprising residential areas, parks 
and public amenities), which are 
separated by a large man-made 
lake. 


The Government Precinct, which is 
the most prominent in line with its 
role as the administrative centre of 
the Federal Government, pioneers 
the concept of an electronic or 
e-government. The seat of the 
government — the Prime Minister's 
Office Complex or Perdana Putra is 
located at the highest point in this 
precinct and overlooks Dataran 
Putra. 


Visitors to Putrajaya will surely 
notice the unique designs of the 
street lights lining its wide roads. 
Based on motifs such as the obor 
(torch) and wau (giant kite), they 
provide a warm and eye catching 
welcome to all.

Perdana Putra The Perdana Putra 
building houses the offices of the 
Prime Minister of Malaysia, the

The design of the building 
incorporates elements of 
Islamic-Mogul architecture and 
overlooks the Putrajaya Lake.

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Taman Botani Taman Botani offers a 
quiet place for contemplation and 
introspection. The biggest 
botanical garden in Malaysia, it 
covers an area of over 92 hectares 
and contains more trees and plants 
than commonly seen in other 
tropical botanical gardens. The 
park is divided into three sections - 
flowers, ornamental plants and 
preservation/research - and houses 
some 700 species of local plants as 
well as those from the African and 
Asia-Pacific regions. 


Taman Botani has been designed as 
an arcadia or a national sanctuary 
housing a collection of Malaysian 
plants as well as a centre for 
education and research. Tourists 
can visit the Visitors’ Interpretative 
Centre (VIC), the explorer’s trail, 
palm hill, sun and floral gardens as 
well as a gift shop that offers 
green-themed memorabilia.

Putrajaya Convention Centre 

The Putrajaya Convention Centre or 
PCC in short, is another distinct 
landmark in the city with facilities 
designed to attract international 
and regional conventions, 
exhibitions and private functions. It 
takes the shape of the wau bulan 
(moon kite) and the pending perak 
(silver royal belt buckle), with the 
main halls set in the “eye” of the 
pending perak. 


The total gross floor area of the 
PCC is about 135,000 square 
metres over nine levels. The largest 
meeting hall is the Plenary Hall, 
which measures 4,302 square 
metres and can accommodate

Designed 
as two concentric plazas, the 
circular ceremonial area is an open 
hard landscape encircled by Chahar 
Baghs, the recreation of Eden with 
its four quadrants and four rivers. 
Serving as a transition between the 
parks and the ceremonial area, the 
Chahar Baghs is a carefully 
arranged interplay of paths, water 
channels, flowerbeds and trees. 
Beyond the Chahar Baghs is a sea 
of colourful local flora. 


Dataran Putra is divided into 11 
segments, in the pattern of an 
11-pointed star.

The Millennium Monument 

The Millennium Monument is the 
first national monument to be built 
in Putrajaya. Its construction serves 
to document the country’s 
achievements. The Monument will 
be the medium for the younger 
generation to learn about the 
country’s history, the sacrifices and 
success stories of local leaders, 
inspiring them to strive for higher 
achievements in the future. 


The Monument which is sited on a 
25-hectare park in Precinct 2, takes 
the shape of the Bunga Raya, and is 
68 metres in height. Its main pillar 
has different diameters — measuring 
3 metres at the base, 4 metres in 
the middle and has a pointed tip. 
The monument is constructed of 
solid metal and strengthened with 
metal structures.
